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FLYING SAUCERS has amassed a large file of evidence 
which its editors consider unassailable, to prove that 
the flying saucers are native to the planet Earth; that 
the governments of more than one nation (if not all 
of them) know this to be fact; that a concerted effort 
is being made to learn all about them, and to explore 
their native land; that the facts already known are 
considered so important that they are the world's 
top secret; that the danger is so great that to offer 
public proof is to risk widespread panic; that public 
knowledge would bring public demand-for action 
which would topple governments both helpless and 
unwilling to comply; that the inherent nature of the 
flying saucers and their origination area is complete¬ 
ly disruptive to political and economic status-quo. 


S ince the day Kenneth Arnold 
first brought flying saucers to 
wide public attention by his 
famous sighting, one fact has been 
consistently brought forth by in¬ 
vestigator—flying saucers did not 
originate with that sighting, but 
have been with humanity for cen¬ 
turies if not thousands of years. 
Flying Saucers is the popular term 
for Unidentified Flying Objects 
(UFO), or Unidentified Aerial Phen¬ 
omena (UAP). The popular “saucer" 
shape is only a segment of the 
phenomena. Properly, the important 
fact to consider is that intelligently 
controlled phenomena appear in our 
atmosphere. Their exact nature is 
a matter for conjecture, and is 
quite varied in configuration (to 
use a favorite Air Force word). It 
is this fact of antiquity which 
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poses the most important single 
factor in analyzing the phenomena. 
At one stroke it eliminates contem¬ 


porary earth governments as the 
originators of the mysterious phen¬ 
omena. 

Because of this antiquity, many 
investigators have turned from the 
earth to other planets, and to other 
solar systems. Each planet has its 
followers in this group of investiga¬ 
tors, and such bodies as Venus, 
Mars and Saturn are favorites with 
the so-called contactees. We are 
not at all concerned in this sympo¬ 
sium of evidence with the contactee 
—a phenomenon as “unidentified” 
as UFO themselves. It may not even 
be remotely related. However, chief 
among the advocates of interplanet¬ 
ary origin is Major Donald E. Key- 
hoe. whose efforts are entirely dir¬ 
ected toward collecting evidence 
that* will serve to advance this 
theory. The interplanetary theorist 
has a large following, and is per¬ 
haps the only theory that will even 
be considered by scientific men 
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such as astronomers. While it is 
true that there are many mysteries 
of an interplanetary nature, link¬ 
ing them with UFO demands a 
stretching of the evidence, and a 
great deal of extrapolation. It may 
' be true that there are “configura¬ 
tions” on the Moon, for instance, 
which are used by Keyhoe to postu¬ 
late “flying saucers” on that body. 
Unfortunately (for Keyhoe) this 
same evidence is used by contactees 
such as Adamski to support their 
contentions. Actually, the Moon is 
remote, in reference to Unidentified 
Aerial Phenomena, and we must 
disregard it when we speak of at¬ 
mospheric phenomena: events 
which occur within our atmosphere. 
Since almost all “sightings” are ln- 
atmosphere in nature, the greatest 
percentage of thinking on them 
must be limited to the atmosphere. 

Because our planet is quite well 
(but not completely) known, it has 
been easy for interplanetary theor¬ 
ists to prove that the strange ob¬ 
jects are not made by any single 
government or group of govern¬ 
ments on Earth. Such a vast pro¬ 
ject could not remain secret over 
so long a period, and also, the mat¬ 
ter of antiquity does not allow the 
phenomena to be fitted into the 
history of existing governments. 

How well-known is the Earth? Is 
there any area on Earth which can 
be regarded as a possible origin 
for the flying saucers? There are 
two, speaking in major terms, and 
four, speaking in more minor term¬ 
inology. The two major areas, in or¬ 
der of importance, are Antartica 
and the Arctic. The South Polar 
continent, and the North Polar area. 

We speak of the North Polar area 

* 

because exploration made public to 
date indicates there is no land, but 
that it is an ocean, frozen over with 
ice, under which exploration by sub- ' 
marine is being carried on. The two 


minor areas are South America’s 
Matto Grosso and Asia’s Tibetan 
Highlands. 

Could the flying saucers come 
from any of these areas? We can 
largely eliminate the Matto Grosso 
and the Tibetan Highlands; firstly 
because of the enormous numbers 
of the UFO, and secondly because 
these areas are not entirely un¬ 
explored, and can be flown over al¬ 
most at will. Evidence is lacking in 
both these areas. Negative evidence, 
however, does exist in some mea¬ 
sure, sufficiently to cause theorists 
to discard both areas, except in a 
minor way. At most, either or both 
Matto Grosso and Tibetan Highland, 
can be suspected^to be “bases” or 
something on the order of “way 
stations”. 

What about the North Pole? 
Explorers say it is entirely oceanic 
in nature, covered with ice which 
sometimes melts in part, and in 
many areas is quite thin at all 
times. The depth of the ocean be¬ 
neath this ice varies from some 24 , 
fathoms to several miles. Flights 
have been made to and across the 
North Pole. Submarines, notably 
Nautilus and Skate, have traveled 
to the Pole and returned, crossing 
from one side to the other (Point 
Barrow to Spitzbergen). Apparently 
the sort of base necessary for the 
UFO mystery in its entirety does 
not exist in the North Polar regions. 

What about the South Pole? Here 
We have a continent quite as large 
as North and South America com¬ 
bined, insofar as land mass is con¬ 
cerned. At least one large area (40,- 
000 square miles) is known to 
experience 100% melting during 
the summer, and even in winter 
possesses warm water lakes (from 
warm springs, geysers, etc). This 
area is under control of the Rus¬ 
sians, who have a permanent base 
there. Expeditions from both Little 
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America and from the British zone 
of exploration, have reached the 
South Pole. Expeditions have also 
reached the South Magnetic Pole. 
This is a distinction it is necessary 
to stress, due to the strange fact 
that the South Magnetic Pole is 
actually 2300 miles distant from the 
South Geographic Pole. It is a fact 
that a tremendous land area exists 
in the South Pole Continental Area 
which is unexplored and which con¬ 
stitutes a large blank on the map 
of the Earth. 

Let us consider the North Pole 
first, and discover what we know 
about it. What are the facts about 
the "top” of the Earth? 

First, it is surrounded on all sides 
by known areas of land. Siberia, 
Spitzbergen, Alaska, Canada, Fin¬ 
land, Norway, Greenland, Iceland. 
The northern shores of these lands 
border on the Arctic Ocean, in the 
virtual center of which both the 
geographic and magnetic poles 
exist. These two poles are separated 
by less than 200 miles, and one of 
them, the magnetic pole, is known 
to "wander” somewhat. 

The North Pole has been reached 
by a number of expeditions. The 
latest we know of are the exploits 
of the Nautilus and Skate, both 
atomic submarines which traversed 
the entire extent of the Arctic 
Ocean beneath the ice, making the 
Pole itself. (magnetic) a stopping 
point. On the surface of things, it 
can be said that the North Polar 
Area is fairly well explored. In ad¬ 
dition to our submarine explora¬ 
tions, the Russians have also tra¬ 
versed the Arctic Ocean. They have 
even established magnetic "bases”, 
navigational aids which they have 
planted along Alaskan and Cana¬ 
dian shores, so that rocket-launch¬ 
ing atomic bomb submarines can 
proceed swiftly to a prearranged 
launching site, and fire rockets on 


prearranged courses. American sub¬ 
marines have been busily (we hope) 
moving these navigational aids to 
new sites which throw off the pre¬ 
arranged calculations, thus making 
them worthless. 

But there is an area of doubt 
which FLYING SAUCERS intends to 
explore, and to present as the first 
of its bits of evidence which point 
to what may well be the best-kept 
secret in history. In order to do so, 
we must go back to 1947. In Febru¬ 
ary of that year, Admiral Richard 
E. Byrd, the one man who has done 
the most to make the North Pole 
a known area, made the following 
statement: "I’d like to see that land 
beyond the Pole. That area beyond 
the Pole is the center of the great 
unknown.” 

Millions of people read his state¬ 
ment in their daily newspapers. And- 
millions thrilled to the Admiral's 
subsequent flight to the Pole and 
to a point 1700 miles beyond it. Mil¬ 
lions heard the radio broadcast 
description of that flight, which 
was also published in the news- 
papers. Briefly, for the benefit of 
our readers, we will recount that 
flight as it progressed. When the 
plane took off from its Arctic base, 
it proceeded straight north to the 
Pole. From that point, it flew on 
a total of 1700 miles beyond the 
Pole, and then retraced its course 
to its Arctic base. As progress was 
made b.eyond the Pole point, iceless 
land and lakes, mountains covered 
with trees, and even a monstrous 
animal moving through the under¬ 
brush, were observed and reported 
.via radio by the plane’s occupants. 

. For almost all of the 1700 miles the 
plane flew over land, mountains, 
trees, lakes, rivers. 

What land was it? Look at your 
map. Calculate the distance to the 
Pole from all the known lands we 
have previously mentioned. A good 
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portion of them are well within the 
1700 mile range. But none of them 
are within 200 milog of the Pole 
Byrd flew over no known land. He 
himself called it “the great un¬ 
known”. And great it is, indeed! 
For after 1700 miles over land, he 
was forced by gasoline supply limit 
to return,, and he had not yet reach¬ 
ed the end of it! He should have 
been well inside one of the known 
areas mentioned. He should have 
been back to “civilization”. But he 
was not. He should have seen noth¬ 
ing but ice-covered ocean, or at the 
very most, partially open ocean. In¬ 
stead he was over mountains cover¬ 


ed with forests.

Admiral Byrd did not follow this 
traditional navigational procedure:

And weirdly, it stands 
on the record that he succeeded, 
for he did see that “land beyond 
the Pole” which to this day, if we 
are to scan the records of news¬ 
papers, book, radio, television and 
word of mouth, has never been re¬ 
visited!

Let's stop here and make a state¬ 
ment that logically follows: the fly¬ 
ing saucers could come from these 
two unknown lands “beyond the 
Poles”. It is the opinion of the edi¬ 
tors of FLYING SAUCERS that the 
existence of these lands cannot be 
disproved by anyone, considering 
the facts of the two expeditions 
which we have outlined.

of 2300 miles beyond the Pole.” 

And on March 13, Admiral Byrd 
reported, upon his return from the 
South Pole: “The present expedi¬ 
tion has ' opened up a vast new 
land.” 

Finally, in 1957, before his death, 
he reported it as: “That enchanted 
continent in the sky, land of ever¬ 
lasting mystery!” Which statement 
remains to your editors as the most 
mysterious of all, and almost inex¬ 
plicable. “Enchanted continent in 
the sky . * Everlasting mystery, 
indeed! 

Considering all this, is there any 
wonder that all the nations of the 
world have suddenly found the 
South Polar region (particularly),, 
because of its known land area and 
the North Pole region so intensely 
interesting and important, and have 
lanched explorations on a scale ac¬ 
tually tremendous in scope? 

And was it because of Admiral 
Byrd's weird flight into an unknown 
Polar land* in 1947 that the Interna¬ 
tional Geophysical Year was con¬ 
ceived in that year, and finally 
brought to fruition ten years later, 
and is actually still going on? Did 
his flight make it suddenly impera¬ 
tive to discover the real nature of 
this planet we live on, and solve Jthe 
tremendous mysteries that unexpec¬ 
tedly confronted us? 

If you have followed us thus far, 
it may be that you have gone to 
your map or your globe and have 
tried to fit these mysterious lands 
onto the planet, and have come up 
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with a snort and said: “These bits 
of evidence are all very well, but the 
fact remains there is nowhere phy¬ 
sically to place these land masses. 
Since the space to do so is lacking, 
there exists a fundamental impossi¬ 
bility which cannot be overcome/'

The question that most logically 
follows the two instances of explor¬ 
ation which we have outlined i s 
whether or not other Polar Expedi¬ 
tions have encountered similar and 
confirming conditions. In order to 
answer this question, it will be 
necessary to examine the records of 
all North and South Pole explora¬ 
tions from the very first of which 
modern man has any knowledge. 
As a sub-subject, it might be inter¬ 
esting later on to go into legend and 
mythology for still further bits of 
confirmation, but we are concerned 
now only with presenting provable 
facts. In the presentation of these 
facts, we intend to draw no conclu¬ 
sion. They should become obvious to 
the reader without prompting. 

To those of our readers so in¬ 
clined, there must be a great deal 


of interest on their part in the his¬ 
torically famous debate on which, 
or both, or neither. Cook or Perry 
actually reached the North Pole. In 
the years following these _ expedi¬ 
tions, much debate went on, and 
even today arguments rage. Brief¬ 
ly, let’s outline the claims of both 
men. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook said he 
reached the Pole on April 21, 1908. 
His announcement was followed by 
a few days by one from Rear Ad¬ 
miral Robert E. Peary that he had 
reached the Pole on April 6, 1909. 
Both men hurled accusations 
against the other, Cook even saying 
that Peary had appropriated some 
of his stores cached against his re¬ 
turn from the Pole. Cook, in his turn 
failed to supply notes he said he 
had kept of his trip, and thereby 
cast doubt on his own story. The 
reader who is interested in the 
whole story should visit his library 
and read up cn the controversy. 

Although Cook claims to have 
been the first to reach the Pole we 
will take Peary’s claim, which has 
been universally recognized, and ex¬ 
amine it. Cook’s claim was discredi¬ 
ted on one basis because the sun al¬ 
titude was so low that observations 
of it as proof of position were 
worthless. It should be noted that 
Peary also reached the Pole in April, 
15 days earlier in the season, and 
therefore under even more adverse 
solar observations conditions. His 
calculations therefore are more sus¬ 
pect than Cook’s. Cook, it was said, 
had no witnesses other than Eski¬ 
mos; the same is true of Peary. 
Peary, however, lacked witnesses 
through choice, having ordered his 
white companions to remain behind, 
while he went on alone with one Es- 
kimo companion to the Pole. Cook 
was doubted in his claim that he 
averaged 15 miles a day. Peary 
claimed to have made over 20. Un- 
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doubtedly the argument will never 
be settled. However, there is the 
factor regarding Peary's dash to the 
Pole, which, in our opinion, is quite 
remarkable. This factor lies in the 
fantastic speed with which he made 
his trip. 

When Peary neared the 88th par¬ 
allel, he decided to attempt the fin¬ 
al dash to the Pole in five days. He 
made 25 miles the first day; 20 on 
^the second; 20 on the third; 25 on 
the fourth; 40 on the fifth. His five- 
day average was 26 miles. On the 
return trip he traveled a total of 
153 miles in two days, including a 
halt 5 miles from the Pole to take 
a sounding of the ocean depth. 
This is an average of 76 Vi miles per 
day. His actual traveling time was 
approximately 19 hours per day. This 
is a walking speed of 4 miles per 
hour. Can a man walk that fast un¬ 
der the incredible conditions of the 
North Pole area, an ice-terrain des¬ 
cribed by the men of the atomic 
submarine Skate as fantastically 
jumbled and jagged? And yet, fur¬ 
ther south, with presumeably better 
- going, he was able to average only 
20 miles per day. 

We stress the distances only be¬ 
cause the ones nearest the Pole 
are weirdly impossible. Only if 
Peary was reporting honestly would 
we have included such contradic¬ 
tory calculations which he must 
have known would discredit his 
story. Therefore we can assume that 
he did report honestly, and that we 
have a speed of travel which pro¬ 
jects into the same mysterious area 
in the same “unfittable” manner 
as a whole vast continent fits into 
a space that is totally lacking. When 
traveling over a land whose dimen¬ 
sions are fantastically “expanded,* 
will we not also travel at an equally 
fantastically “expanded" speed? It 
will be well to remember that these 
speeds were calculated by astron¬ 


omical observation, because the 
astronomical basis of these calcula¬ 
tions will be taken up later in pre¬ 
sentation of evidence. 

To those who will study up on 
the subject of Polar Exploration, it 
will soon become evident that the 
feature most agreed upon by all 
North Polar explorers is that the 
area is oceanic, covered by water, 
and that it is variously frozen over 
or partially open, depending on the 
time of year. One peculiarity which 
many explorers remark upon, how¬ 
ever. is that paradoxically, the open 
water exists in greater measure at 
the nearer reaches of the Pole. In 
fact, some explorers found it very 
hot going at times, and were forced 
to shed their Arctic clothing; there 
even being one record of an en¬ 
counter with naked Eskimos. Yet, 
with all this confirmed oceanic 
area, we have the contradiction of 
Admiral Byrd's flight being almost 
entirely over land, mountains cov¬ 
ered with trees, interspersed with 
lakes and streams. 

One of the reports from Byrd 

expedition was the sighting of a

huge animal with dark fur. Are 
there such animals, or traces of 
them, in the Arctic? Beginning in 
Siberia, along the Lena river, there 
lie exposed on the soil, and buried 
within it, the bones and tusks of 
literally millions of mammoths and 
mastodons. The concensus of scien¬ 
tific opinion is that these are pre¬ 
historic remains, and that the 
mammoth existed some 20,000 years 
ago, and was wiped out in the un- 

i 

known catastrophe we now call the 
last Ice Age. In 1799, a fisherman 
named Schumachoff, living in Ton- 
goose (Siberia), discovered a com¬ 
plete mammoth frozen in a clear 
block of ice. Hacking it free, he 
despoiled it of its huge tusks, and 
left the carcass of fresh meat be be 
devoured by wolves. Later an ex- 
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pedition set out to examine it, and 
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today its skeleton may still be seen 
in the Museum of Natural History 
in Petrograd (then St. Petersburg). 

Early in the century, approximat¬ 
ely 1910, a very scientific meal was 
served in Petrograd. It consisted of 
wheat from the Egyptian tombs, 
preserved foods from Pompeii and 
Herculaneum, mammoth meat from 
Siberia, and other interesting and 
ancient viands. The mammoth meat 
was fresh, and the mammoth from 
which it had been taken still had 
undigested food in its stomach, this 
undigested food consisting of young 
shoots of fir and pine and young 
fir cones. According to the scien¬ 
tists, this mammoth was one of the 
millions slain instantly in a gigantic 
catastrophe 20,000 years ago, in a 
habitat then tropical, in which the 
vegetation was fern and tropical in 
nature. Yet, in the stomach of this 
mammoth is found the sparse food 
of a sub-Arctic area such as much 
of Alaska or Northern Canada is 
today. There is good reason to cast 
doubt upon the tropic origin of the 
mammoth, and its sudden demise. 
And if the demise was not sudden, 
then the presence of indigested* food 
(not digested even by so much as 
minutes exposure to stomach acids) 
in the stomach of the mammoth is 
unexplainable. True the death must 
have been sudden, but it was not 
of tropic locale. If not tropic, then 
the Ice Age onset is not the cause 
of death. The cause of death, then, 
is Arctic in nature, and could have 
occured any time. But since the Ice 
Age, there have been no mammoths 
fn the known world. Unless they 
exist in the mysterious land beyond 
the Pole, where one of them was 
actually seen alive by members of 
the Byrd expedition! Others who 
dined on mammoth meat were 
James Oliver Curwood and Gabrielle 
D’Annunzio, who gave a banquet at 


the Hotel Carlton in Paris. 

We have taken the mammoth as a 
rather sensational modern evidence 
of Byrd’s mysterious land, but there 
are many lesser proofs that an un¬ 
known originating point exists 
somewhere in the northern reaches. 
^We will merely list a few, suggest¬ 
ing that the reader, in examining 
the records of polar explorers for 
the past two centuries, will find 
evidences of both fauna and flora 
impossible to reconcile with the 
known # areas of land mentioned 
early in this presentation of facts, 
those areas surrounding the Polar 
Area on your present-day maps. 

The musk-ox, contrary to expec¬ 
tations, migrates north in the 
wintertime. Repeatedly, Arctic ex- . 
plorers have observed bear heading 
north into an area where there can¬ 
not be food for them. Foxes also 
are found north of the 80tli paral¬ 
lel, heading north, obviously well- 
fed. Without exception, Arctic ex¬ 
plorers agree that the further north 
one goes, the warmer it gets. In¬ 
variably, a north wind brings warm¬ 
er weather. Coniferous trees drift 
ashore, from out of the north. But¬ 
terflies and bees are found in the 
far north, but never hundreds of 
miles further south; not until Cana¬ 
dian and Alaskan climate areas 
conducive to such insect life are 
reached. Unknown varieties of 
flowers are found. Birds resembling 
snipe, but unlike any known species 
of bird, come out of the north, and 
return there. Hare are plentiful in 
an area where no vegetation ever 
grows, but where vegetation ap¬ 
pears as drifting debris from the 
northern open waters. Eskimo 
tribes,, migrating northward, have 
left unmistakeable traces of their # 
migration in their temporary camps, 
always advancing northward. 
Southern Eskimos themselves speak 
of tribes that live in the far north. 
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The Ross gull, common at Point 
Barrow, migrates in October toward 
the north. Only Admiral Byrd’s 
“mystery land” can account for 
these inexplicable facts and migra¬ 
tions. 

The Scandanavian legend of a 
wonderful land far to the North 
called “Ultima Thule” (commonly 
confused today with Greenland) is 
significant when studied in detail, 
because of its remarkable resemb¬ 
lance to the kind of land seen by 
Byrd, and its remarkable far north 
location. To assume that Ultima 
Thule is Greenland is to come face 
to face with the contradiction of 
the Greenland Ice Cap, which. fill 
the entire Greenland basin to a 
depth of 10,000 feet. A green, fertile 
land in this location places itself 
so deep in antiquity that it postu¬ 
lates an overturn of the Earth, and 
a new North Pole area (see National 
Geographic’s exploration of the 
Greenland Ice Cap and its possible 
significance). 

Is Admiral Byrd’s land of mys¬ 
tery, center of the great unknown, 
the same as the Ultima Thule of 
the Scandinavian legends? 

There are mysteries concerning 
the Antarctic also. Perhaps the 
greatest is a highly technical one 
of biology itself; for on the New 
Zealand and South American land 
masses are identical fauna and 
flora which could not have migrat¬ 
ed from one to the other, but rather 
are believed to have come from a 
common motherland. That mother¬ 
land is believed to be the Antartic 
Continent. But on a more “popular” 
level is the case of the sailing vessel 
Gladys, captained by E. B. Hatfield, 
in 1893. The ship was completely 
surrounded by icebergs at 43 de¬ 
grees south and 33 degrees west 
and finally escaped its entrapment 
at 40 degrees south and 30 degrees 
west. At this latitude an iceberg 


was observed which bore a large 
quantity of sand and earth, and 
which revealed a beaten track, a 
place of refuge formed in a shelter¬ 
ed nook, and the bodies of five 
dead men who lay on different 
parts of the berg. Bad weather pre¬ 
vented any attempts at further in¬ 
vestigation. • ' 

Bear in mind that it is a unani¬ 
mous concensus of opinion among 
scientists that the one thing pe¬ 
culiar to the Antarctic is that there 
are no human tribes living upon it. 
But this concensus must be wrong, 
because investigation showed that 
no vessel was lost in the Antarctic 
at that time, so that these dead 
men could not have been ship¬ 
wrecked sailors. Even today, with 
Antarctic exploration at its height, 
the lack of human life on that bleak 
continent is agreed upon. Could it 
be that these men who died on that 
berg came from “that mysterious 
land beyond the South Pole” dis¬ 
covered by the Byrd expedition? . 
Had they ventured out of their 
warm, habitable land and lost their 
way along the ice shelf, finally to 
be drifted to their deaths at sea on 
a portion of it, broken away to be¬ 
come an iceberg while they were on 
it? 

Most recent evidence that there 
is something strange about the 
Poles of Earth comes in the launch¬ 
ing of Polar orbit satellites. The 
first six of these rockets launched 
by the United States from the Cali¬ 
fornia coast were full of disappoint¬ 
ments—and surprises. The first 
two, although perfect launchings, 
seemed to go wrong at the last 
minute, and although presumed to 
be in orbit, failed to show up on 
the first complete pass around the 
Earth.

Where else could they have 
gone? If the Earth at the Poles is 
as given on today’s maps, could four 
successive “low-level” launchings 
give the same inexplicable result— 
(unreasonable disappearance? 

If there is 1700 (or more) miles 
of land extent in addition to the 
area bounded by longitudes and 
latitudes on a sphere existing in the 
Arctic, it follows that the recorded 
disappearances are not inexplicable, 
but certain to occur! Naturally a 
rocket cone figured to traverse a 
certain distance (in these cases ap¬ 
proximately 33,000 miles) will not 
land at a predetermined point if 
the distance to be traveled is greater 
by 1700 miles. Our radar will fail 
to find our cone, and our eyes will 
see no lights. But why will our radio 
fail to send its signals to us? Is it 
because that “land of mystery” is 
of an “intervening” nature? Radio 

waves will not go through the 

# 

Earth, of course. If solid substance 
intervenes, then we can understand 
why radio waves do not penetrate 
it. But what kind of a land con¬ 
figuration can it be that “inter¬ 
venes” in this way? Why don’t we 
have the “skip and bounce” effect 
from the stratosphere, which pre¬ 
sumably exists over Byrd’s “land of 
mystery” as well as over the lands 
on the map? 

Since, the mapped area of the 
spherical Earth does not allow suf¬ 
ficient room in which to place our 
two mystery lands, can it be that 
the Earth is of a different shape, 
one that allows us to place these 
lands on that portion of it which 
does not come under the category 
of “spherical”? To many readers 
this will bring a snort and a humor- 
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ous smile. They will say that we 
are bringing up the old saw of the 
Earth not being round. Columbus, 
they will say, finally proved that 
to th^ Earth’s peoples, and Magellan 
actually did sail completely around 
the Earth by sailing in one direc¬ 
tion until he had come back to his 
starting point. Also, anyone can go 
out on the night of a Lunar Eclipse, 
and see the round shadow of the 
Earth cross the face of the Moon. 
'Seeing is believing, they will say— 
and just try to get around that! 

It is true that seeing is believing, 
for most people. But the most in¬ 
formed optical scientist will not 
hold _that popular view. He will 
point out that the human eye, like 
the telescope, is a lens. And the 
proved property of any lens is that 
it tends to make everything look 
round. No matter what we look at, 
distance converts the lines of the 
observed object from straight, or 
angular, or crooked, to perfectly 
circular ones. This is a familiar 
phenomenon to aviators, who know 
that from the air, no house has a 
square chimney; they are all round. 
Any aircraft carrier pilot will tell 
you that as he brings in his jet at 
a great height, his carrier looks 
like a round dot beneath him, and 
as he descends, it becomes a rec¬ 
tangle again. Anyone who has gone 
through a railroad tunnel, riding 
on the rear platform, will testify 
that the tunnel opening, if square, 
will gradually grow round as the 
train proceeds into the # tunnel. 
Optical illusions, they are called. 
Any camera expert will tell you 
that the film records distant or 
extremely small objects as round 
dots, and that great magnification 
is necessary to resolve this round¬ 
ness, and beyond a certain limit 
(that of the “grain” of the emulsion 
itself) it is impossible to resolve 
this roundness. 
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The scientific fact is that were 
the Moon actually square, at a dis¬ 
tance of 240,000 miles our eye, our 
telescope, our camera would tell us 
it is round! No matter what shape 
it is, we would see it only as round. 
Actually, we cannot prove that the 
Moon is round; nor the Earth. 

- Thus, the arguments for a per¬ 
fectly round Earth are not based on 
fact, only on assumption. This as¬ 
sumption is based on a brand of 
astronomy no longer acceptable -to 
the scientist. Today the nebular 
theory of formation of planets, suns, 
even galaxies, is looked upon favor¬ 
ably. The condensation of nebula 
into stars and planets is accompli¬ 
shed by whirling motion. The whirl¬ 
ing motion more often produces the 
“spindle” shape, round at the “equa¬ 
tor”, and projecting at the “pole”; 
or the “doughnut” shape, with flat¬ 
tened poles and holes through the 
middle. Since the Earth so formed, 
it may well be that it is either 
shape. We would not be aware of it 
by optical evidence, as we have 
shown. 

On the one hand, the “spindle” 
shape possesses many specific argu¬ 
ments against it, and is the least 
reasonable. Astronomical bearings 
taken anywhere on the “spindle” 
portion would begin to show tell¬ 
tale evidence of the existence of 
the “spindle” shape. And they 
would be the reverse of factual 
sightings and bearings taken by 
Polar explorers. Actually, the bear¬ 
ings taken point to the “doughnut” 
shape: 

Let us go back to Admiral Perry: 
his astounding rate of travel on' his 
return from the Pole. If he were 
traveling over the inner lip of a 
“doughnut” shape, his bearings 
would indicate a great distance 
traveled, due to the fore-shortened 
horizon, and the “expanded” angle 
used in making his trigonometrical 


calculations. Actually he would be 
traveling the same distance each 
day, and the drop in speed would be 
entirely compatible with the bear¬ 
ing observations taken with a con¬ 
stantly lengthing horizon. 

Rocket scientists have made 
much of the discovery of the Van 
Allen Belt, which is a belt of radia¬ 
tion surrounding the Earth. The 
reader is invited to read about it in 
Scientific American, and especially 
note the drawings of its shape, 
which are precisely a vast “dough¬ 
nut”, with the spherical Earth pic¬ 
tured at its^center, in the “hole” 
of the doughnut. What if the Earth 
is not spherical, but actually dough¬ 
nut-shaped, exactly as its surround¬ 
ing Van Allen Belt? Whatever 
makes the belt thusly shaped, might 
it not also be responsible for shap¬ 
ing the Earth similarly? 

The evidence is extremely strong, 
and amazingly prolific in scope and 
extent, that the Earth actually is 
shaped in this fashion. And if it 
is hollow, then we no longer need 
look* for the saucers from outer 
space—but rather from “inner 
space”! And judging from the evi¬ 
dences, the interior is extremely 
habitable! Vegetation in abundance 
is there; animals abound; the “ex¬ 
tinct” mammoth still lives! Byrd 
flew 1700 miles over the inner edge 
of the “doughnut hole”, and the 
Navy flew 2300 miles over the op¬ 
posite inner edge. Both flights went 
a partial way into the inner Earth. 
And if this is all true, then no 
doubt extended flights to 10,000 
miles and beyond have been made 
since 1957 into this hollow Earth, 
for we have the planes with the 
range to do it! If the government 
knew the significance of the Byrd- 
Navy flights, it would certainly not 
neglect to explore further! 

~ Aime Michel, in his “straight 
line” theory, proved that most of 
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the “flight patterns’' of the flying 
saucers are on a north-south course, 
which is exactly what would be 
true if the origin of the saucers is 
Polar. . 

In the opinion of the editors of 
FLYING SAUCERS, this Polar 
origin of the flying saucers will now 
have to be factually disproved. It 
is completely necessary that this be 
done. More than a simple denial is 
necessary. Any denial must be ac¬ 
companied with positive proof. 
FLYING SAUCERS suggests that 
such proof cannot be provided. And 
until such proof is provided, FLY¬ 
ING SAUCERS takes the stand that 
all saucer groups should study the 
matter from the hollow Earth view¬ 
point, amass all confirmatory evi¬ 
dence available in the last two cen¬ 
turies, and search diligently for any 
contrary evidence. Now that we 
have tracked the saucers to the 
most logical origin (the one we have 
consistently insisted must exist be¬ 
cause of the insurmountable obsta¬ 
cle of interstellar origin which de¬ 
mands factors almost beyond ima¬ 
gination), that' the saucers come 
from our own Earth, it must be 
proved or disproved, one way or the 
other. 

Why? Because if the interior of 


the Earth is populated by a highly 
scientific and advanced race, we 
must make profitable contact with 
them; and If they are mighty in 
their science, which includes* the 
science of war, we must not make 
enemies of them; and if it is the 
intent of our governments to regard 
the interior of the Earth as “virgin 
territory’'', and comparable to the 
“Indian Territory” of North Ameri¬ 
ca when the settlers came over to 
take it away from its rightful own¬ 
ers, it is the right of the people to 
know that intent, and to express 
their desire in the matter. 

The Flying Saucer has become 
the most important single fact in 
history. The answer to the ques¬ 
tions raised in this article must be 
answered. Admiral Byrd has dis¬ 
covered a new and mysterious land, 
the center of the great unknown, 
and the most important discovery 
of all time. We have it from his 
own lips, from a man whose in¬ 
tegrity has always been unimpeach¬ 
able, and whose mind was one of 
the most brilliant of modern times.

When the Long John show began 
at midnight, August 22, I lifted a 
great sheath of clippings, reports 
and publications onto my end of 
the long table, and John even asked 
me if I needed another small table.

Y. N. Ibn Aharon (shortened to 
just “Yonah” on the show) pro¬ 
ceeded to review an article Moseley 
had published, charging that I had 


sent the “Three Men In Black” who 
had allegedly silenced investigator 
Albert K. Bender back in 1953. 

Though I felt the article to be 
so. ridiculously composed that no¬ 
body would believe it, Moseley and 
Yonah soon succeeded in angering 
me, and I began, I am afraid, gesti¬ 
culating and almost shouting what 
I thought about it. I lost so much 
control of my temper for a while 
that I was moving too far away 
from the microphone, which was 
remedied by a neck mike. Readers 
may be assured that I soon settled 
down and decided to talk calmly, 
but the discussion dragged on and 
on and I was unable to present 


many cases I had brought along. 

I wanted to bring out that some 
recent sightings again involved be¬ 
ings/or creatures of some sort, seen 
in close association with landed 
or hovering saucers. I had a very 
good clipping from the Evening 
Mail of Nelson, New Zealand, dated 
July 22. 

It described how a Marlborough 
woman went out on her family’s 
small nine-acre farm to milk her 
cows. Now it was not stated whether 
the animals were as frightened as 
Mrs. Frederick Moreland, but the 
strange craft and its two curious 
saucernjen put a temporary end to 
the milking.

“At 5.30 a.m. on Monday, July 12, 
I went across the paddock to milk 
the cows. I noticed a green glow 
in the clouds. As there was no 
moon, I wondered what it was.

two large green things, like eyes or 
big lamps, appeared above me and 
dropped toward the ground. 

“I noticed that I was bathed in 
a green light and that all the pad- 
dock was green too. It was a horrid 
sort of color. My first thought was, 
T shouldn’t be here/ and I made 
a dive for the trees.. I stood and 
watched. 

“A saucer-shaped glow with two 
indented green lights in the bottom, 
descended. The air became very 
warm.

simple act of overlooking the ob¬ 
vious, perhaps. A1 Bender, and oth¬ 
ers who had stopped talking about 
saucers after reaching some sort of 
conclusion, had given me that same 
impression. 

Thinking about the housew i f e’s 
close sighting I could not help mak¬ 
ing up my mind immediately that 
it was true, reaching the conclu¬ 
sion as easily as I had reached con¬ 
clusions about other cases in which 
I could detect the tossing of that 
genus of ruminant quadrupeds com¬ 
monly known as the bull. 

But just what was it, if it were 
indeed a “FACT,” which led me to 
positive or negative conclusions? 
Certainly my “FACT”, if I had one, 
was of no relationship to that out¬ 
lined by Yonah on the show. 

It was simple, he said, to explain 
Ray Palmer’s “FACT.” Palmer, in 
collaboration with Kenneth Arnold, 
had invented the classical saucer 
sighting, and had followed this up 
with what Yonah termed “The 
Maury Island Hoax.” If one thought 
fantastically enough, he could at 
least follow the theory, if only aca¬ 
demically. If Palmer and Arnold had 
invented a classical type of sighting 
and publicized this widely, they 
would know that any similar report 
was false, because it obviously would 
be a fabricated copy of their or¬ 
iginals. 

Saucermen Wave Back at Priest 

Whether or not I was going by 
any “FACT,” I had reached similar 
conclusions about another close 
sighting involving saucer pilots and 
the same general area of the world. 
The clipping had come to me un¬ 
identified as to newspaper and date, 
but I assumed it was the same age 
as the one describing Mrs. More¬ 
land’s experience. 

Father William Booth Gill, an 
Anglican priest assigned to Boianai 
Anglican Mission, Papua, New Guin¬ 


ea, related how just after sunset on 
June 27 he and 12 other people saw 
a large flying object, along with two 
smaller ones. 

The large saucer, however, de¬ 
parted from the usual. A drawing 
showed a well-shaped craft without 
a dome. 1$ the Detroit of the saucer- 
men build convertibles, surely this 
must have been one, because stand¬ 
ing on top of the thing, where the 
dome should have been, were four 
figures, which looked as if “they 
were doing something on the top 
deck.” 

“One figure seemed to be stand¬ 
ing, looking down at us. I stretched 
my hand above my head and waved. 
To our surprise the figure did the 
same. / 

“Another person and myself wav¬ 
ed both hands over our heads, and 
all four figures seemed to do the 
same. All the mission boys made 
audible gasps.” 

Later, after darkness had come 
(the thing must have hovered there 
for some time—G.B.), Father Gill 
flashed a flashlight at the object, 
and the crew acknowledged the sig¬ 
nal by making several wavering mo¬ 
tions back and forth. 

The priest’s closely-typed eight- 
page report, which was sent by way 
of another mission to Brisbane, 
Australia, and there intercepted and 
reported by civilian saucer investi¬ 
gator, D. H. Judge, also gave esti¬ 
mates of size. Diameter of the larg¬ 
est, on which the “men” stood, was 
roughly 35 feet at the bottom deck, 
and 20 feet at the top. While in 
view it operated between 2500 feet 
and 450 feet. .The color was dull 
yellow when stationary and very 
bright when moving, changing from 
thin white to deep red and then to 
blue-green.

Meanwhile a phone call to 
WOR drew the standard answer I 
knew'they were giving everybody. 
They just didn't know Just why it 
happened. “We weren’t there this 
morning and don’t know anything 
about it.” 

I knew that the official explana¬ 
tion which evidently had been given 
to the papers was going to be an un¬ 
popular one, and the last one a sta¬ 
tion* public relations man would 
dare issue. And I was right. Early 
that evening Long John was on the 
phone, asking if it were possible for 
me to reappear on the program on 
the morning of September 13 to fin¬ 
ish the discussion. 

“That's impossible, John,” I told 
him; “you know how hard it is for 
me to get away and "come to New 
York!” 

“Have you seen the JOURNAL 


AMERICAN?” he asked. 

I told him yes, but that I hadn't 
read it.

Engine Trouble and Cogitations 

As I got on the plane in Newark, 
which would take me to Pittsburgh, 
where I would connect with a smal¬ 
ler ship into Clarksburg, I was still 
trying to apply my “FACT”. To all 
logical surface appearances, the 
cut-off could represent only one 
thing. Maybe Long John's ratings 
were slipping, and he needed a shot 
in the arm. It was obviously a pub¬ 
licity stunt. Nothing on the show 
surely was dangerous enough to 
anybody to be cut off about. 

“By being cut off the air,” I rea¬ 
soned to myself, “only more atten¬ 
tion would be called to what I and 
the others had been saying. No of¬ 
ficial agency would be that stupid 
—they would find other ways of 
silencing Long John if they indeed 

wanted' him silence 1.” 

Then the “FACT” started opera¬ 
ting, If we had been cut off by any 
outside source, it would have been 
to EMPHASIZE what we had been 
saying. And if that had happened, 
surely what we had been saying had 
been off the track—and somebody 
or group wanted just that sort of in¬ 
formation believed. 

An announcement interrupted my 
cogitations. A ground check had 
disclosed some trouble in one of the 
Contention's engines, and it would 
be 15 minutes before the difficulty 
could be repaired. 
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I opened and re-read the official 
press release that had just that day 
emerged from the public relations 
department of WOR. It was in com¬ 
plete opposition to what they had 
at first fold the press. 

“WOR ABHORS CENSORSHIP; 
LOVES FLYING SAUCERS,” it was 
headed, and then went on with a 
strange story to the effect that 
management certainly didn’t cut 
the show off the air. Instead some¬ 
body called up, disguised his voice, 
pretended to be somebody in the 
management of the station. I re- ' 
read the single-page document sev¬ 
eral times and was ready to crumple 
it in disgust when the stewardess 
began ushering us out of the plane. 
The trouble\ was too serious to be 
fixed quickly; we would be transfer¬ 
red to a substitute plane as soon as 
It was ready. 

After another wait, we re-em¬ 
barked, as my sense of the drama¬ 
tic warned me that trouble in the 
plane motor, had it remained undis¬ 
covered, could have caused a crash. 
With my connection with saucer re¬ 
search, and returning from appear¬ 
ing on the quashed radio program, 

I could see how many people, parti¬ 
cularly the UFO investigators would 
interpret the tragedy. But again my 
“FACT”, or common sense 2 told me 
differently. After all, nothing had 
really happened: the trouble had 
been found. Such a thing, had it ac¬ 
tually occurred, would have served 
only to call more attention to the 
possible truth of UFO reality. It 
would make more people believe that 
what I had written was true. Or em¬ 
phasize it,' if it were off-the-track 
information. 

As we climbed above the clouds 
and were enjoying refreshments 
and the beautiful ride that only a 
turbo-prop Viscount can* provide, I 
tried to work the “FACT” on an¬ 
other matter I had not review be¬ 


fore. 

After the Long John show, a fel¬ 
low from a large network had tele- 
phoned me, explaining he got in 
touch with me through John. He was 
a producer in the news department 
and he had been told by “upstairs” 
to get together some recorded pro¬ 
grams segments pointing out the 
possibility that saucers come from 
“under the earth,” to use his exact 
words. We had lunch together. A 
magazine editor had told him, it de¬ 
veloped, that I was an expert on the 
“dero,” and he thought that sub¬ 
ject would fit in very well with 
what the network wanted. I told 
him that I certainly was no expert, 
but had written a chapter about 
the Shaver Mystery in my book. We 
parted after a long conversation 
which touched on almost all aspects 
of saucer research. He would get in 
touch with me later when plans had 
crystallized for the material, sched¬ 
uled for September. 

I was quite disgusted * over anoth¬ 
er matter as we cruised above the 
clouds. I would miss my plane con¬ 
nections in Pittsburgh, would have 
to catch a bus from there, which 
would mean I wouldn’t arrive home 
until midnight or after. I was al¬ 
ready virtually exhausted from 
lack of sleep, and knew I couldn’t 
sleep on the bus, partly because I 
can’t sleep out of bed and partly be¬ 
cause of the crooked roads from 
Pittsburgh to Clarksburg which 
would throw one out of his £eat if 
he happened to doze off. 

After making better-than-expect- 
ed bus connections, I found myself 
back in Clarksburg by 9:00 P.M. 
and picked up my mail at the office. 
At home I thumbed through it, not 
feeling like reading any of it, until 
the letter from Wisconsin-Interna¬ 
tional Sales Company (Ray Palmer’s 
distribution firm name) attracted 
me. I figured it was Just a bill for 
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extra Issues of FS I had ordered, 
but I had a compulsion to open It. 
It was the letter from RAP. 

The subject of the letter may 
have been released by this time in 
form of an article, and may be in 
this issue—or the next, depending 
upon how soon Ray can develop the 
air-tight case he feels necessary 
before dropping the bombshell. Any¬ 
how, at the 4ime I read it, I was 
too sleepy to really think about the 
contents, or to be properly alarmed 
about a phone call which interrupt¬ 
ed my perusal of it. 

It was Alma,/ Don’s girl friend. 

* Don Leigh McCulty is a business 
associate of mine in motion picture 
booking whom-1 can’t help mention¬ 
ing now and then because I frankly 
think he’s a character. * Like the 
"time he came*up with this ridiculous 
saucer-explanation: “Did you ever 
think that the saucers might be 
coming from our own back yard, so 
to speak; not that they’re secret 
weapons, but built by secret pepole?”

“No, I came in on the bus," I 
sleepily replied. 

“It’s in the evening paper," she 
said, and we hung up. I had got the 
paper at the office so I glanced at 
the story. Luckily nobody had been 
badly hurt. The two-engine plane 
had apparently made a perfect 
landing when something went 
wrong with the landing gear. It had 
' swerved off the runway and plunged 
into a ravine. I wondered if this 
were the same plane I had missed, 
—the story * didn’t state if it was 
from Pittsburgh.

But I wouldn’t have been in the 
crash anyhow, because the flight 
had landed and taken off safely at 
my destination point, Clarksburg, 
before proceeding on to Charleston, 
and the crash. 

My “FACT" again told me that 
good common.sense indicated I was 
just building up a persecution com¬ 
plex, as was the reporter I had 
met on my trip who had been do¬ 
ing UFO material for a large east¬ 
ern paper. As we had talked over 
what had happened to him, we ar¬ 
rived at the conclusion that if any¬ 
body WAS trying to work him over, 
it was only psychologically, and that 
no real harm was intended. 

Some days later I rang up Ray 
and asked him what he was getting 
at in the letter. He said he couldn’t 
tell me any more, because he could¬ 
n’t afford the barest possibility of 
a leak in what ne planned to pub¬ 
lish.

To those readers familiar with 
the numerous publications on “Fly¬ 
ing Disks”, the amazing implica¬ 
tions of this short quotation are ap¬ 
parent. To the others, an explana¬ 
tion. Here we have an account 
which relates the story of beings 
who while yet on their aircraft, 
through the use of some type of 
electronic apparatus, were able to 
split open a mountain! What is 
even more astounding is the fact 
that the above quotation was taken 
from Zuni Indian Legends written 
thousands of years ago! Were this 
an isolated account, one would be 
excused for dismissing it as a fable. 
But hardly is this the case, as it is 
but one of the numerous records 
of the activities of those who em¬ 
ploy “Flying Disks” as a transport 
vehicle. Because of its importance, 

I quote in its entirety, the para¬ 
graph in which the opening sen¬ 
tence of this article is found: 

“They sped backward swiftly on 
their floating fog-shield westward 


to the mountain of Generation. 
With their magic knives of the 
thunderbolt they spread open the 
uncleft depths of the mountain, 
and still on theif cloud-shield even 
as a spider in her web descendeth, 
so descended they unerringly into 
the dark of the underworld. There 
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they abode with men and the crea¬ 
tures, attending them, coming to 
know them, and becoming known 
of them as masters and fathers, 
thus seeking the ways for leading 
them forth.” 

In this legend, the exact appear¬ 
ance and behavior of our present 
day “Flying Disks” is paralleled. 
There are numerous reports nowa¬ 
days which give a cloud-like des¬ 
cription to these objects. What bet¬ 
ter description of a hovering then 
descending object could be given 
than, “a spider in her web descend¬ 
eth”? If a more detailed description 
of the object were desired, one 
could ^not ask for a more accurate 
account then that which follows 
and which is also taken from the 
preceding source: 

“Fog-making shield, which spun 
of the floating clouds and spray and 
woven, as of the- cotton we spin and 
weave, supports as on wind, yet 
hides (as a shadow hides) its bear¬ 
er, defending also.” 

In these days of helicopter, the 
reader is more than likely familiar 
with th# method of rescue from 
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these aircraft as they hover. A cable 1952 he tracked a vast object, fly- 


or rope Is lowered from the hover¬ 
ing helicopter and the individual is 
simply lifted aboard. Keeping this 
procedure in mind, let us analyze 
the following legend which is the 
Navaho story known as, “The Great 
Shell of KintzeT\ (Memoirs of the 
American Folklore Soc. Vol. 5 PP* 
195-208). It concerns a dancer who, 
“When his feet had risen above 
them, they observed that a streak 
of white lightning passed under his 
feet like a rope, and hung from a 
dark cloud that gathered above. It 
was the gods that were lifting him; 

• for thus, the legends say, the gods 
lift mortals to the sky.” If we were 
to substitute metallic cable for the 
term, “white lightning”, the mean¬ 
ing of this quotation would become 
clearer. There can ’be no doubt in 
the reader’s mind that there was 
some type of aircraft prevalent 
thousands of years ago which could 
hover like a helicopter. This same 
type of aircraft is again in our 
skies! In connection with this ac- 
# . count, it would be interesting to 
recall the event related in the 
Christian Bible concerning the de¬ 
parture of Christ. Was he not also 
lifted up into a large dark cloud 
which hovered above the heads of 
the onlookers? For a further dis¬ 
cussion of this question, the reader 
is referred ta Mr. M. K. Jessup’s 
splendid little book, “UFO and the 
Bible”. It will be noticed, that in 
the two preceding accounts the 
common ^denominator is the cloud- . 
like aspect of these craft. Before 
this is considered further, a more 
recent account of cloud-like ob- 
jects is in order. 

On pages 17 to 18 of'Desmond 
Leslie and G. Adamski’s book, “Fly¬ 
ing Saucers Have Landed”,’ there 
is an interesting account. 

“One (the editor’s son) pilot told 
me that while on duty in November

A warm summer night during 
1947 proved to be an unforgetable 
experience for one Mr. William S. 
Hunter of Los Angeles, California. 

A control tower operator, holding a 
commercial license and with five 
thousand hours flying time, he is 
one whom we can believe saw some¬ 
thing unusual. In his^letter to Mr. 
Jessup (The UFO Annual, p. 362) 
he gives an accurate description of 

the unusual cloud:. 

“The cloud was shaped • like a 
football and the moon reflected off 
it making it look quite white. The 
amazing part about the cloud was 
the intense lightning projecting 
from the cloud in all directions.” 

To dispell any doubt about the 
nature of i;his peculiar .cloud he 
writes; “It wasn’t just another 
cloud because one cloud alone can’t 
generate streak lightning without 
another cloud or the ground to re¬ 
ceive the discharge, yet this one 
did!” This is a point which should 
be kept in mind. Did not the Zuni 
legend state that, “with their magic 
knives of the thunderbolt—”? 

The reader is referred to an excel¬ 
lent photograph of an, “unusual 
cloud formation over the city of 
Marseilles, France”, provided 'by .the 
U.S. Navy and printed in the New 
York Times, July 3, 1955. The writer 
is of the opinion that this is noth¬ 
ing but a further attempt to de¬ 
bunk the truth of _ “Flying Disks” 
via the Pentagon. In reality, this 
photograph supports the repeated 
accounts of cloud-like phenomena 
associated with these aerial objects. 

Now that the cloud-like aspect of 
these craft has been established in 
ancient and present times, the 
question logically follows. “What is 
the connection between these craft

and their cloud effects?” But first, 
let us consider what a cloud is and 
how it is formed. 

A cloud is nothing other than a 
cooled mass of water vapor which 
is at some height from the ground. 
Of course, when it is at ground 
level we have what is known as a 
fog. If we consider the cloud as¬ 
sociated with the “Flying Disks” as 
being due to water vapor we arrive 
at some interesting 'conclusions. 
From eve^day experience, we can 
realize that one of the most fre¬ 
quent uses to which water is put is 
its property of cooling. We have but 
to consider the radiator of an auto¬ 
mobile. As a coolant, it is unsur¬ 
passed. Used for this purpose it must 
be relatively pure. This point is of 
the utmost importance. Assuming 
that the reader is familiar with 
some of the numerous sightings of 
“Flying Disks” in the United States 
and elsewhere, I would ask him to 
consider one fact. Have not many 
of the Disks been sighted near 
fresh water streams, lakes and 
reservoirs? In some reports, espec- 
dally one which took place in Can¬ 
ada (Steep Rock Flying Saucer, Fate 
Magazine, Feb. 1952) the Disk was 
seen in the process of drawing 
fresh water from a small lake! 
Here in Youngstown, Ohio, we have 
had numerous reports of these. 
Disks. Apparently they favor our 
city's source of drinking water. In¬ 
cidents, it is one of the few cities 
in this area of the State which I 
believe has excellent drinking 
water. This is due to a low percent¬ 
age of sulphides in it. In the case 
of the Canadian sighting, and in 
others, it was reported that a resi¬ 
due remained on the surface of the 
lake after the Disk had left. I 
would surmise that this residue 
was radioactive and that the dead 
fish found floating on the surface 
were killed by radiation burns! If 


this was the case in Canada can 
it not also be true for other loca¬ 
tions? From my own research on 
these Disks, T am of the opinion 
that the occupants are indifferent 
to the inhabitants of this planet. 
Considering them in this manner, 
it can be realized what a danger 
their water-change can constitute 
to the citizens of a metropolis. To 
replenish their supply of coolant, 
they descend near a city reservoir. 
Completing their operation, they 
leave and in exchange for water, 
a poisonous residue of radioactive 
waste remains behind. I need not 
enlarge upon this point any fur¬ 
ther. The filtering processes em¬ 
ployed by most cities only gives a 
bacteriogically pure water, it DOES 
NOT FILTER OUT RADIOACTIV¬ 
ITY! This is not a “scare” article 
nor does the writer intend it to be 
so, but the danger posed by these 
craft indirectly is real. 

As I have shown, there is good 
reason to believe the “Flying Disks” 
employ water as a coolant which in 
turn is changed into water vapor 
by the propulsive system. In a cool 
atmosphere this vapor is seen as a 
cloud. In this way we can account 
for the cloud-like aspect and the 
frequently reported sightings near 
sources of fresh water. In support 
of the water coolant theory, I should 
direct the reader's attention for 
a moment to, “The Report on Uni¬ 
dentified Flying Objects,” pages 243 
to 245. To account for charred grass 
roots found at a Florida Disk sight¬ 
ing, Mr. Ruppelt offers an interest¬ 
ing suggestion.

CASE FOR THE STRAITH LETTER 




E ver since the foregoing letter 
was released to the public by 
George Adamski, there has been 
a campaign underway to discredit 
it. For months I have conducted an 
intensive investigation of this letter 
so as to bring forth the real facts. 

I had decided to release this story, 
because of a recent attack on my 
good friend, Gray Barker, by Lonzo 
Dove in the June 1959 issue of SAU¬ 
CER NEWS, edited by James W. 
Moseley of Fort Lee, New Jersey. 

In this article called “Gray Bark¬ 
er's ‘Three Men in Black'" Mr. 
Barker has been accused of hoax¬ 
ing Albert K. Bender and of writ¬ 
ing the “Straith letter." Mr. Dove 
promised a more detailed account 
to be published later of how Gray 
Barker wrote the “Straith letter", 
a forgery in the name of the U.S. 
Government. In a long-distance 
phone call, Mr. Barker told me that 
even Major Donald E. Keyhoe, di¬ 
rector of NICAP, shared Mr. Dove's 
views; and as I understand it, other 
leading researchers in the field are 
also of the same opinion. 

I intend to present evidence that 
proves the “Straith letter" to be au¬ 
thentic. If Gray Barker had written 
the letter, he would have long since 
been arrested. Mr. Dove supplied his 
so-called “evidence" to the F.B.I. for 
evaluation and it was obvious that 
nothing was proven, but perhaps 
they encouraged Mr. Dove (as my 
correspondence with him seems to 
indicate) to name Gray Barker pub¬ 
licly as a “seapegoat" because some 
people are not too satisfied with' 
the State Department denial. They 
want to know who wrote the letter 
and unless somebody takes the 
blame for it, might get suspicious 
that the letter might be authentic 
after all. 

The R. E. Sraith letter is authen- . 
tic. It is not the work of a practical 
joker as the opposition would like 


us to believe. Most people don't 
realize the heavy penalty, if the let¬ 
ter is a hoax. U.S. code, Title 18, 
Section 1017, provides for a penalty 
of not more than $5,000 fine or im¬ 
prisonment for not more than five 
years or both for “Whoever fraudu¬ 
lently or wrongfully affixes or im¬ 
presses the seal of any department 
or agency of the United States, 
to or upon any certificate, instru¬ 
ment, commission, document,’ or 
paper or with knowledge of its 
fraudulent character, with wrong¬ 
ful or fraudulent intent uses, buys, 
procures, sells, or transfers to an¬ 
other any such certificate, instru¬ 
ment, commission, document, or pa¬ 
per, to which or upon which said 
seal has been so fraudulently af¬ 
fixed or impressed." As Adamski 
pointed out in his article called 
“Adamski Answers Washington De¬ 
nial Regarding R. E. Straith" in the 
July-August 1958 issue of FLYING 
SAUCER REVIEW, his letter from 
Mr. Straith of the »Cultural Ex¬ 
change Committee had the seal of 
the Department of State impressed 
into it. 

The “Seal of State" or more prop¬ 
erly the seal of the Department of 
State should not be confused with 
the seal of the United States or 
Great Seal. The Seal on Mr. Adam- 
ski's letter is a reproduction of the 
Great Seal and is blind-stamped by 
the Government Printing Office at 
the time of manufacture. The only 
seal that is ever hand impressed. is 
the seal of the United States, and 
this seal is affixed only to docu¬ 
ments signed by the President and 
countersigned by tlie Secretary of 
State. 

The seal of the United States 
is invariably impressed upon a pa¬ 
per wafer affixed to the document 
with paste. As I have said, it is 
hand impressed while the Seal of 
State, a reproduction of the seal of 
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the United States, is impressed 
into Department of State stationery 
by machine not at the time of mail¬ 
ing but at the time of manufacture 
on blank paper giving a white seal 
type of stationery. The Department 
also uses a stationery known as 
blue-seal paper that has the Seal 
printed on the paper instead of im¬ 
pressed. 

Consequently, we have seen that 
if anyone misuses Department of 
State stationery they are subject 
to a $5,000 fine or imprisonment for 
five years or both. However, this is 
not all. To send such a letter 
through the U. S. mails would be an 
additional crime. U. S. Code, Title 
18, Section 1717, declares that let¬ 
ters in violation of section 1017 are 
nonmailable and shall not be con¬ 
veyed in the mails or delivered from 
any post office or by any letter car¬ 
rier; and "Whoever uses or attempts 
to use the mails or Postal Service 
of the United States for the trans¬ 
mission of any. matter declared by 
this section to be nonmailable, shall 
be fined not more than $5,000 or 
imprisonment not more than ten 
years or both.” 

In short, if the Straith letter is a 
hoax, the hoaxer would be subject 
to a maximum penalty of $10,000 
fine or fifteen years imprisonment 
or both. State Department employ¬ 
ees know better than to steal offi- 
cial letterhead stationery to give to 
some outsider to write a hoax let¬ 
ter. Furthermore, State Department 
employees know better than misuse 
official stationery to write a person¬ 
al letter or hoax letter themselves. 
The Straith letter is no practical 
Joke. People don’t subject them¬ 
selves to such a penalty "just for a 
joke. Furthermore, there is no 
money motive to such a risk either 
since the author of this letter didn’t 
make a cent. 

Mr. Adamski’s letter from the De- 
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partment of State was written on a 
very special and highly important 
and restricted- paper. The paper 
used in writing the Straith letter is 
known as "white-seal, blue-emboss¬ 
ed stationery.” This stationery is 
used only for the following types of 
correspondence of the Department 
of State: letters and memoranda 
to the President, and notes to min¬ 
isters of foreign affairs, ambassa¬ 
dors, ministers, or charge d’affaires 
ad interim of other governments. 
In addition, it can be found only 
in Washington, D.C., in the Office 
of the Secretary of State under lock 
and key. The stationery is carefully 
guarded because it is used on a high 
governmental level. Only two per¬ 
sons have access to this paper: the 
Secretary of State and the Under 
Secretary. This should correct the 
false impression, that numerous 
employees of the Department of 
State have access to the type of 
paper used to write the Straith let¬ 
ter and any one of them could have 
misused it. This isn’t so. John Foster 
Dulles is the one who used white- 
seal, blue-embossed stationery—the 
type used for the Straith letter— 
and in his absence, the Under Sec¬ 
retary of State became the Acting 
Secretary of State and he may use 
the paper for the purposes Mr. 
Dulles used it. Therefore, the Straith 
letter had to have the approval of 
the Secretary of State in that he 
has the key to get the paper and 
the only one who could allow the 
paper to be used for a special pur¬ 
pose. In this instance, the writing 
of a letter to a private individual, 
Mr. Adamski, so that the letter 
would" be an official government 
document of such high standing 
that there would be no doubt as to 
its authenticity. If common blue- 
' seal paper were used, it would be 
easier to accept the argument that 
someone misused the stationery 
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si) ce this paper can be found in 
the offices of the Department of 
State throughout the world. But 
when we consider the type of paper 
used in writing the Straith letter, 
this argument doesn’t stand. Fur¬ 
thermore, the Secretary of' State 
himself never denied that the 
Straith letter is not authentic. 

Mr. R. E. Straith is an employee 
of the Department of State, and 
the Cultural Exchange Committee 
does exist despite the present cover 
up. 

On July 4? 1958, I sent the follow¬ 
ing letter to the Chief Post Office 
Inspector in Washington, D. C., 
which reads: 

On March 3, 1958, I sent a letter 
to Mr. R. E. Straith, Cultural .Ex¬ 
change Committee, Department of 
State, Washington 25, D. C. By April 
5, 1958, I had not received an 

answer from Mr. R. E. Straith nor 
to this very day have I ever received 
an answer. Consequently, on April 5, 
1958, I sent a letter to the office of 
the Secretary of State to find out 
if there was a State Department 
employee by that name. . 

I received a letter dated April 23, 
1958, from Maurice S. Rice, Acting 
Chief, Public Services Division, of 
the Department of State (SEV 711. 
5612/4-558) in behalf of the Secre- 
• tary of State telling me: 

“I refer to your letter of April 
5, 1958, requesting information on a 
Mr. R. E. Straith of the Cultural 
Exchange Committee. 

‘‘There is no person by the name 
of R. E. Straith connected with the 
Department of State, nor is there 
any record of any person by that 
name having been an employee of 
the Department. Further, there is 
no division or branch of the De¬ 
partment under the name of ‘Cul¬ 
tural Exchange Committee’.” 

Enclosed herein is a copy of my 
personal letter to Mr. R. E. Straith. 


STRAITH LETTER 37 

My complaint against the Depart- 
. ment of State is this: If Mr. R. A. 
Straith was not an employee of the 
Department of State, WHY DID 
THE POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT 
FAIL TO SEND BACK TO ME MY 
LETTER TO MR. STRAITH? 

I believe I am correct in saying 
that it is against the law for some¬ 
one to keep mail that doesn’t be¬ 
long to him. If what Mr. Rice said 
is correct that there is no such em¬ 
ployee as Mr. Straith, then whoever 
received my letter addressed to Mr. 
Straith should have returned same 
to the Post Office Department for 
return to the sender. Thus, the 
postman should have returned my 
letter with a stamp on it saying 
that the letter was being returned 
to the writer because addressee’is 
unknown. 

I would appreciate very much if 
you would make an investigation 
to find out the name of the person 
in the Department of State who re¬ 
ceived my letter of March 3, 1958, 
and give me his name. I feel that 
the failure to return the letter on 
the part of this individual when 
the addressee was not an employee 
of the Department warrants a com¬ 
plaint by the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment to the off ice. of the Attorney- 
General, since the law was violated. 
Thank you.

In this letter I make reference 
to the law, I support my position 
by citing the following laws: 

U.S. Code, Title 39, Section 409, “Re¬ 
quest for return”, which says: 
“When the writer of any letter on 
which the postage Is pjrepaid shall 
indorse *on the outside thereof his 
name and address, such letter shall 
not be advertised, but, after remain¬ 
ing uncalled for at the office to 
which it As directed the time the 
writer may direct or the Postmaster 
General prescribe, shall be returned 
to the writer without additional 
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charge for postage and if not de¬ 
livered, shall be treated as a dead 
letter.” 

U;S. Code, ‘Title 18, Section 1717, 
states: “No person other than a 
duly authorized employee of the 
Dead Letter Office, or other person 
upon a search warrant authorized 
by law, shall open any letter not 
addressed to himself.” This law 
provides for a penalty of not more 
than $5,000 fine of imprisonment 
not more than ten years or both. 
The envelope in which I sent my 
letter to Mr. Straith contained my 
return address in case he wasn’t 
an employee so it could be return¬ 
ed to. me. Furthermore, I marked 
“personal” on the envelope so that 
no one was supposed to open the 
letter other than Mr. Straith. If 
someone did, they would be in viola¬ 
tion of U.S. Code, Title 18, Section 
1717. 

I received a reply to my letter 
dated July 14, 1958, from Mr. C. C. 
Garner, Postal Inspector in Charge, 
that said: This will acknowledge 
your letter of July 4, concerning a 
letter you addressed to — 

Mr. R. E. Straith 
Cultural Exchange Committee 
Department of State 
Washington 25, D.C. 

Mail is delivered as addressed, in 
the absence, of a forwarding order, 
after which the responsibility of 
the Post Office Department ceases. 
Proper delivery was made of your 
letter. There was no violation of the 
Postal Laws involved in the opening 
of this letter as it was directed to 
a Committee, Department of State. 
It can only be suggested that your 
complaint be handled with Mr. 
Straith who represented himself to 
be an employee of the State De¬ 
partment. 

I feel that there can be no better 
proof than this that Mr. Straith is 
a real person and an employee of 


the Department of State. Obvious¬ 
ly, when Mr. Garner received my 
letter, it was' a simple matter for 
him to get his phone apd call Mr. 
Straith to see if he got my letter. 
When the answer was yes, then Mr. 
Garner could assure me that “pro- - 
per delivery was made of yoyr let¬ 
ter.” Notice that Mr. Garner capi¬ 
talizes “Committee” and shows that 
the Cultural Exchange Committee 
does exist. Note also he tells me 
to have Mr. Straith handle my com¬ 
plaint and says that he represented 
himself to be an employee of the 
Department of^State. Obviously, if 
the person didn’t exist as a Result 
of the postal investigation, Mr. Gar¬ 
ner wouldn’t have told me this. In 
short] the letter represents* an of¬ 
ficial confirmation of the existence 
of the controversial Mr. R. E. - 
Straith and the controversial Cul¬ 
tural Exchange Committee. This in 
itself confirms the famous “Straith 
letter” to George Adamski as being 
authentic. . 

On March 18, 1959 I placed a 
transcontinental phone call to the 
Department of State asking for the 
chairman of the Cultural Exchange 
Committee. My phone call was 
transferred to "the office of Mr. 

L. K. Little, director of personnel 
of the United States Information 
Agency. It was here that I was told 
that the Cultural Exchange Com¬ 
mittee was a part of the Cultural 
Presentation Staff, whose director 
is James F. Magdanz. My phone call 
was then transferred to Mr. Mag- 
danz’s office. His staff, according 
to the UNITED STATES GOVERN¬ 
MENT ORGANIZATION MANUAL, . 
facilitates the transportation- and 
performance of individual American 
artists and „ cultural and athletic 
groups overseas. When Mr. Mag- 
danz’s secretary answered the * 
phone, she would not deny nor con¬ 
firm the existence of the Cultural 
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Exchange Committee as a part of 
the Cultural Presentation Staff un¬ 
til I told her my name. I knew then 
that whether the Committee exist¬ 
ed or not depended on who was 
asking for it. When I told her my 
name, she got Mr. Magdanz on the 
phone who denied the existence of 
the Cultural Exchange Committee. 
So then I was transferred to other 
extensions until the case was hope¬ 
less. But the fact remains that Mr. 
Little's secretary identified the Cul¬ 
tural Exchange Committee as a 
part of the Cultural Presentation 
Staff. 

Investigation revealed that this 
Staff is located in State Depart¬ 
ment annex SA-20. I sent a regis¬ 
tered letter to Mr. Straith dated 
August 31, 1958 and No. 72128 was 
assigned to this letter. I got back 
a delivery receipt signed by Mr. 
Straith’s agent, M. N. Hart, who 
filled in Straith’s name and assigned 
the building code SA-20. Thus, the 
letter was assigned to the same 
building as the Cultural Presenta¬ 
tion Staff. 

There is little doubt that Mr. 
Little’s secretary gave out accurate 
information in naming the Cultural 
Exchange Committee as a part of 
the Cultural Presentation Staff. 

On August 26, 1958 I received a 
phone call from an FBI agent. I 
was not home at the time but my 
sister answered the phone. When 
the man identified himself as be¬ 
ing with the FBI, my sister natural¬ 
ly asked .what was the trouble. She 
tells me he said: “That boy is in 
trouble”. When I got home she 
didn’t have a chance to tell me 
about the FBI man calling before 
he called and identified himself as 
Mr. Edward G. Gough, agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
He said he wanted to come out to 
my home and interview me about 
my letters to the Department of 


State on Straith. Others had writ- 
' ten to the Department of State 
about Straith, but why was I singled 
out? I demanded a taped interview 
and a witness, Mr. Robert J. Grib- 
ble, president of Aerial Phenomena 
Research Group here in Seattle. 
Needless to say, the G-man refused 
a taped interview. He said he would¬ 
n’t allow me to tape record any¬ 
thing. I decided then to give him 
what evidence I had to prove the 
Straith letter authentic. I told him 
about the letter from Mr. Garner. 
He told me he would investigate me 
further and call back. He never 
called back and refused my phone* 
call to him on February 18, 1959. 

On September 14, 1958 I sent a 
registered air mail letter (No. 
72317) to Mr. Maurice S. Rice (the 
man who had been supplying me 
with information on the Straith 
letter) that included a list of ques¬ 
tions plus a blast at Mr. Gough for 
trying to intimidate me. Interest¬ 
ingly enough, I never even got back 
a delivery receipt. Only after I 
complained to the Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral did I finally get a delivery 
receipt showing delivery September 
17, 1958; but it took until February 
17, 1959 to get it! On the same day 
of September 14, 1958 I sent letters 
to Mr. Temple Wanamaker, Assist¬ 
ant Chief of Public Services Divi¬ 
sion, and Mr. James A. Summers, 
Office of Security, about the Straith 
letter; and they too refused to 
answer my inquires. The Depart¬ 
ment of State was answering all 
my letters regarding Straith until 
the FBI man called. 

Some people appear to be puzzled 
over why Mr. Straith associated 
himself with the Cultural Exchange 
Committee when it is obvious that 
the work of this Committee has 
nothing to' do with the investiga¬ 
tion of UFO’s or flying saucers. The

On March 31, 1956 my wife and 
I and our three children—then 
ages 16, 12, and 7—and two neigh-. 

borhood children—both 12—were

enjoying a beautiful South Florida 
evening in the back yard of our 
home at 1781 N.W. 16th St., Miami. 
The sky was cloudless and a brisk 
15 m.p.h. breeze was blowing in off 
the Atlantic from the southeast. 
We were admiring the beauty and 
wonder of the countless stars over¬ 
head when our attention was drawn 
to three round bright lights, white 
in color, moving ’toward the south 
at fantastic speeds. They were in a 
perfect triangular formation and 
almost directly overhead when we 
first saw them. Their forward mo¬ 
tion was weirdly erratic, not steady; 
they left no trail of any kind and 
they made no noise. To keep them 
in sight we all ran up the drive¬ 
way along the side of the house to 
the street in front. By this time 
they had almost disappeared, either 
because the lights had dimmed or 
because they had moved so far 
away, at 45 degrees above the south¬ 
ern horizon. Suddenly they rever¬ 
sed their direction to % the east, then 
back toward the north and raced 
brck past us, this time to the east 
of us about 60 degrees above the 
eastern horizon. When they made 
the turn in the south they changed 
from a white to a brilliant cherry 
red hue and seemed to become 
about three times as large as they 
had first appeared. As they went 
past going back north they seemed 
to be at a lower altitude and travel¬ 
ling at a much slower pace, still 
silent, still leaving no trail. Al¬ 
though we could not make out any 


silhouettes behind the lights, it 
would certainly seem that such 
brightly intense lights could have 
emanated only from definitely so¬ 
lid objects. We were not able to as¬ 
certain their actual speed, size, 
altitude or distance away. They 
went out of sight in the north, fad¬ 
ing from view at approximately 50 
degrees above the horizon. I esti¬ 
mate that we observed these phe¬ 
nomena for about one minute. 

I immediately reported our ex¬ 
perience by telephone to the Miami 
Herald and was told by the city 
desk that a check would be made.

viet icebreaker to proceed Poleward. 
Consider! What better mode of trav¬ 
el to proceed into thatT “unknown 
land” beyond the Pole, which ex¬ 
tends uncounted thousands of miles 
where no thousands of miles appear 
to exist? Here we have a craft that 
has a cruising range of 40,000 miles. 
It can go anywhere.with no danger 

of being stranded for lack^of fuel. 
It is a craft exactly suited for bridg¬ 
ing the ice barrier of a frozen ocean 
that has always been the “wall” be¬ 
tween the known world and the 
“unknown” world Admiral Byrd 
proved beyond all doubt exists. 

Once through the ocean of ice, 
into a warm ocean, it is admirably 
-suited for exploration deep into that 
unknown area, as far as water" ex¬ 
ists, exploring unknown coastlines. 
There is more reason for the Soviet f 
icebreaker to go to the North Pole 
than merely to duplicate the feat 
of two American atomic submarines. 
But where the submarines are lim¬ 
ited by size, the giant icebreaker 
can brave the most dangerous of 
unknowns. It is, in effect, also . a 
floating battleship. Nothing can suc¬ 
cessfully attack it in a strange land, 
except perhaps flying saucers. 

However, it may be that the Rus¬ 
sians are unaware of Admiral Byrd’s 
discovery (although how this would 
be we cannot conceive) and the ice¬ 
breaker will not go “beyond” the 
Pole. It just occurs to us that the 
Russians have constructed an ideal 
craft for the work that seems to be 
at hand. An icebreaker can follow 
shorelines of unknown continents, 
whereas a submarine is traveling 
virtually blind most of the time, 
and unable to travel on the surface 
after it has broken up through the 
Ice, simply because that is the ex¬ 
tent of its icebreaking capacity. 
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An atomic submarine is not suited 
to exploration of the frozen un¬ 
known land, and only an icebreaker 
can smash its way through to the 
open water, and then visually skirt 
the shores of the unknown coun¬ 
try. 

As you read Gray Barker’s column 
in this issue,, you may be startled 
at- his account of the cutting off 
the air of the Long John program, 
but you will not be as startled as 
your editor! About a year or more 
ago, your editor, together with Mr. 
Richard S. Shaver, held an hour- 
' long phone conversation over WOR 
with Mr. Nebel and his panel. At 
one point Mr. Nebel asked Mr. 
Shaver if the “dero” were listening 
in on the program. Mr. Shaver said 
he was sure they were-, and not only 
could they listen, but they could 
even cut the program off the air, 
if they so desired, with their “ray” 
mechanisms. 

We could sense Mr. Nebel’s dis¬ 
belief, although he was, as~always, 
very polite. It would have been more 
to his liking if a prompt demonstra¬ 
tion were made. Shaver explained 
that although this could be done, 
it just wouldn’t, because of the 
tradition of secrecy that forbids it. 
For to cut WOR off the air would 
be to prove their existence. Natural¬ 
ly Mr. Nebel found this an “easy 
out” for'Mr. Shaver. And who can 
blame him? 

After the program, Mr. Shaver 
and I discussed the matter, and 
agreed that it was a foregone con¬ 
clusion that WOR would stay on 
the air that night—but in an evil- 
minded way that I have, I suggested 
that it might happen sometime 
when there was no possibility of 
drawing attention to the existence 
of the dero, but that just for Shav¬ 
er’s and my benefit, if it happened 
during a program in which we were 
. the topic, particularly as the butt 
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of ridicule, it would be great fun. 

Mr. Long John Nebel, we are NOT 
saying that the dero or the tero 
cut your program off the air with 
that telephone call to your engi¬ 
neer. We can both swear to the fact 
that it was not any dero machine 
that did it, no telaug trick over 
the telephone, no hypnotic hocus- 
pocus that made an official make 
a call that was unreasonable, and 
make a request that had no visible 
justification. It was all a coinci¬ 
dence. But it tickled the hell out 
of this editor! Why? Because when 
anybody says Ken Arnold and this 
editor cooked up that first saucer 
sighting, and from it built this 
whole tremendous edifice of saucer 
humbug by a marvelous use of psy¬ 
chology, he should not only be cut 
off the air, but LAUGHED off the 
air! 

It would certainly be a wonderful 
thing if Ken Arnold, your editor, 
Donald Keyhoe, and your panel 
could get together on your pro¬ 
gram, and really thrash this thing 
out! It would be a different thing 
to call us liars and hoaxers to our 
face! Your panelists, who are the 
authors of these suggestions, would 
have to do more than suggest, they 
would have to prove. Major Keyhoe 
knows it is not a hoax. He knows 
■saucers are real. He is the fore¬ 
most advocate of their reality on 
the basis of real evidence today. 
He wants them to be from outer 
space, though, which is our only 
argument with him. But for once, 
he'd by on our side, against your 
panel. Poor Gray Barker, trying to 
hold up the heavy end, all by him¬ 
self.

Certainly, Mr. Nebel, your "crack¬ 
pot” program should have plenty 
of meaty stuff to toss around with 
this "odd-shaped” earth theory. 
Not that your program is "crack¬ 
pot”, Mr. Nebel. I disagree to the 
hilt with those "experts” who write 
articles about you, and how you 
"exploit” the poor mentally un¬ 
balanced people you put on your 
program. We'd like to go on record 
saying we think your program is 
fair, honest, valuable and sincere, 
and that you are the bluest of the 
blue-chip radio men in the business. 
Your program does a vast amount 
of good. Your listeners are people 
with a bump of curiosity, and with 
an ability to think. And anyone ex¬ 
posed to your program can't help 
but come off with something he 
didn't have before, which will make 
him more mentally alert than he 
would otherwise been without the 
necessity of facing up to the chal¬ 
lenges your program continually 
presents.

Gray Barker, we're only kidding. 
And readers, we're only kidding.

section of the Department of State 
in which UFOs would be investigat¬ 
ed would be the Intelligence Divi¬ 
sion, and so it is obviours that Mr. 
Straith is really a secret intelligence 
agent. No date appeared on the 
Straith letter. Correspondence sent 
out by the various officers of the 
Department of State must be ap¬ 
proved by the Correspondence Re¬ 
view Staff. So when a letter is 
typed the date i^ not typed on the 
letter. When the letter passes the 
Correspondence Review Staff, they 
stamp the date on the letter. The 
fact that the Straith letter had no 


date on it shows that it was not sent 
through this Staff. However, this 
'also shows -that the Straith letter 
was not written by a hoaxer. A 
hoaxer would type the date on the 
letter to make it look like a com¬ 
pleted and finished letter because 
a hoaxer wouldn't know about the 
State Department procedure. 

Mr. Straith told Adamski that 
the letter was a personal one and 
not an official letter of the Depart¬ 


ment. This meant that the informa¬ 
tion was. really intended only for 
Professor Adamski and not to be 
made public, since the letter was 
"personal” and not official. How¬ 
ever, the letter was released due to 
a misunderstanding on the part of 
Professor Adamski. Adamski read 
that he was encouraged to com¬ 
municate what he sincerely believed 
should be told to the public and 
he took this to mean that it was 
ok to release the letter. While on 


the other hand, Mr. Straith evident¬ 
ly meant that he was to be en¬ 
couraged to continue telling about 
his experiences with space craft. 
Anyhow, as a result of a misunder¬ 
standing of the intent of the let¬ 
ter, it was released to the public. 
Naturally the State Department had 
to deny the existence of Mr. Straith 
because the letter was after all a 


tersonal one and not an official 
stter. To admit the existence of 
fr. Straith would have made it an 
fficial letter.

Yet, FLY'NG SAUCERS covers a host of mysterious things, and merely that fact does not 
postulate they are all part of a single "mystery". If a "sonic boom" that occurs when 
no jets are present is caused by a flying saucer, we want to find proof that this is so. 
But first, we must complete our factual case for the flying saucer itself. With Mr. Kor's 
valuable opposite viewpoints, we expect to find it difficult to go astray, with wish-, 
ful thinking! If there are any of our readers who wish to join in, with scientific methodo¬ 
logy, to prove to Mr. Kor the existence of flying saucers, which he says is one part of 
a mystical mystery, they are heartily invited to participate. We'll need all the help we 
can get to convert a real skepticI 


T he best approach to any sub¬ 
ject is the, most direct ap¬ 
proach. I am therefore going 
to begin this series of articles by 
letting you readers know exactly 
what you are in for when you read 
the following pages. Flying Saucers 
magazine makes very interesting 
reading. But nowhere within its 
pages (or within the pages of any 
other magazine devoted to saucers 
for that matter) do you find: (1) 
proof that a flying saucer mystery 


exists. Or (2), criticisms of so-called 
ufo research, its methods and preju¬ 
dices. 

By now you know that Peter Kor 
1s a ufo agnostic - a non-believer 
if you wish. I will be the first to ad¬ 
mit that this is correct. In fact, be¬ 
fore Tm through, I'll prove that 
there is no flying saucer mystery at 
all. I will also critically analyze the 
“new social class” of ufo research¬ 
ers. 

Before we go on, we must define 
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our subject. I have found that when 
ufo researchers say that the flying 
saucers exist, they do not mean 
only that people have seen some¬ 
thing which was registered by their 
senses. They mean much more. They 
s mean that -a mystery exists which is 
comprised of strange objects in the 
sky, and related phenomena, seen by 
the massea, and further that the 
solution to this mystery is some¬ 
where found in a part of the volu¬ 
minous material that has been col- 

• ^ 

lected on the matter. 

Now, to begin, let me explain what 
happened one day when I visited a 
very prominent ufo researcher in 
quest of some answers about ufos. 
My first question was this: "Can you 
be positive that a flying saucer mys¬ 
tery exists?” My informer looked at 
me as if I had just escaped from a 
psychopathic ward, then he smiled. 
Soon he perceived that I wasn't 
sharing his choice of humor and he 
proceeded to pull out reams of im¬ 
portant-looking folders. 

"It is generally agreed that an 
enigma exists”, he began, "because 
of the thousands of sightings on 
record of flying objects, fireballs, 
landings of odd machines, mysteri¬ 
ous plane crashes, etc.” 

"Among what people is it gener¬ 
ally agreed,” I countered, "and how 
many sightings actually exist? Also, 
can you be sure that the sightings- 
are related at all?” 

My informant admitted that it 
was ufo researchers who generally 
agreed that a ufo mystery exists, 
and that over 15,000 sightings have 

been filed with the British and U.S. 

• « 

air forces alone.^My friend contin¬ 
ued by saying that the various 
sightings and occurrences seemed 
to have linking characteristics. Now 
it is amazing to me, first of all, how 
anyone can accept a proof of flying 
saucers on a statistical basis, for 
statistics are quite versatile and often 
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misleading. And I challenged my 
informant with this, pointing out 
that a report by the air force, en¬ 
titled SR-14, used statistical meth¬ 
ods to disprove the existence of the 
saucer mystery. I went on to say 
that all of ufo research criticized 
this approach, and that, in effect, 
he was attempting to use the very 
method he had condemned. I closed 
this part of our discussion by say¬ 
ing that there is actually no proof 
that the individual sightings and 
incidents are inter-related with one 
another, or from a common source. 

Seeing he was getting nowhere, 
the ufo researcher changed his tac¬ 
tics. "It is the number of good re¬ 
ports that is convincing,” he said. 

"What is a 'good' report,” I re¬ 
plied. 

- "A good report is one that in¬ 
volves a radar tracking, a closeup of 
the object involved, or a chase case 
in which a terrestrial aircraft pur¬ 
sues a ufo.” 

He thumbed through a number of 
reports and picked one. "Here’s one 
where a radar station tracked an 
object at 2300 mph at ten miles over 
the British Isles. It was obviously a 
controlled machine.” 

"Who saw it besides radar?” I 
asked. 

"No one.” 

"Then how can you be so sure 
that the thing in question was a 
machine and that it was controlled 
at that?” 

Regardless of the funny look my 
informant gave me, the facts of the 
case were only that a radar beam 
bounced off of something in the air 
at ten miles altitude, that this some¬ 
thing was apparently moving at a 
rate of 2300 mph. And that it might 
have been anything from a space 
ship to a high flying, slightly ma¬ 
terialized ghost. 

The ufo researcher was not about 
to give up, not by a long shot. 
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“There are cases”, he said, “where 
people have seen strange objects fly¬ 
ing through the skies at close range. 
The objects usually resemble a disk 
with a dome on it.” 

“Are these authentic cases?” 

“Of course,” was the quick reply. 

There was a book on the research¬ 
er's desk. It was about a man who 
claimed to have met a ufo pilot and 
. to have ridden in a saucer. “Here 
must be one of your better cases,” I 
put in. “It is a real closeup sight¬ 
ing.” 

“Oh no, that’s a hoax. That fellow 
- is just out for the atten¬ 
tion and what money he can get 
out of it.” 

“But he rode in a saucer that was 
disk-shaped with a dome on it?” 

“No matter,” he said. “This guy 
claims that he met a Venusian and 
astronomers know that Venus can¬ 
not harbor life as we know it.” 

I reflected that this was indeed 
an odd attitude. For it seems that 
'the way to be believed by ufo re¬ 
searchers is to get close to a ufo— 
but not too close. To see—but not to 
understand. My point here is this: 
can a person who sees a saucer low 
to the ground, or on the ground, 
from a point three hundred feet 
away, be believed any more than a 
person who rides in a saucer or 
talks to its pilot? What is so respect¬ 
able about observing a huge, dome¬ 
shaped object with portholes in your 
back yard, and so disrespectful about 
riding in such a saucer? Actually,* 
both reports should be viewed with 
calculated suspicion, not just the 
most fantastic one. So it turns out 
that the “good” reports, our friend 
was referring to as proof that 
a ufo mystery exists, are those that 
are believed by ufo researchers, for 
certainly there are better reports 
from the standpoints of: closeness 
of observation, duration of observa¬ 
tion, etc. But these reports are dis¬ 


carded because they are more fan¬ 
tastic than the others. Can there 
be a degree to fantasy? And further, 
can these ^believed reports” be as¬ 
sumed to be related to one another? 

Also, the photos the researchers 
showed me were in two separate 
categories. These photos which 
showed something was there, were 
the good ones. But those that show¬ 
ed very good detail were immediate¬ 
ly suspected of being frauds, and 
usually were eliminated from con¬ 
sideration by the serious research¬ 
ers. -This attitude is grossly hypo- 
critic. 

But the researcher had a trump 
card to play, and it went something 
like this. “The ufos have been seen 
by men trained to observe. By as¬ 
tronomers, pilots and weather ex¬ 
perts.” 

To this I agreed. Those persons 
mentioned were surely better ' ob¬ 
servers of conventional objects than 
the common man. But are they any 
better at observing unconventional 
objects? Are they any better at per¬ 
ceiving something new? And fur¬ 
thermore: although not common 
men, astronomers and pilots are hu¬ 
man beings subject to the same odd 
effects of the senses, etc. So let us 
not consider for a moment that 
they are some sort of supermen who 
give ultimate judgment on anything, 
much less ufos. 

The ufo researcher ended his case 
with: “The good sightings together 
with the photographs on record, 
give us a very good circumstantial 
case that interplanetary flying ob¬ 
jects are in our midst.” That ended 
the interview. 

I could not then, nor do I now, 
understand how believed sightings 
extracted from a whole body of 
sightings of things in the sky, to¬ 
gether with photos of hazy lights 
and shadowy shapes, substantiates 
the idea that interplanetary objects 
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are visiting us from the depths of 
space. The facts laid bare are: that 
many persons have seen objects in 
the sky which they have concluded 
are unusual. That cameras have re¬ 
corded something. That many per¬ 
sons have speculated about these 
“somethings.” That there is no evi¬ 
dence that these “somethings” com¬ 
prise the same kind of phenomena" 
and are related. That those who say 
interplanetary saucers, other dimen¬ 
sional objects, or earth-made secret 
weapons are responsible, are those 
who want to believe that these an¬ 
swers are so. 

Looking at the subject from the 
viewpoint of a newcomer and an 
agnostic, but as one who is eager 
to know, I can only say that people 
have seen something—but probably 
they are not all seeing the same 
thing. But surely I cannot admit to 
a mystery because these things quite 
possibly are not what the observers 
describe. And a mystery is a body of 
data, related data, the intent or 
origin of which is unknown. This 
does not fit the flying saucer ques¬ 
tion, because the flying saucers, as 
defined by ufo research, do not exist 
at all. Only things exist—but people 
have been seeing things as long as 
people have existed. But these things 
were not all mysteries, nor were 
they all real. 

It seems to me that ufo research¬ 
ers are basically a suspicious lot. 
If you believe that saucers exist, 
you are accepted as a member of 
the clan. If you do not believe in 
the flying saucer mystery, you are 
criticized. Why? I think the answer 
is obvious. The ufo researcher can¬ 
not meet the challenge of the Ag¬ 
nostic. He cannot answer the ques¬ 
tions of the unbeliever in an ade¬ 
quate manner. The only alternative 
is for all of the^ believers to with¬ 
draw into themselves; to form an 
exclusive social class within which 


everyone believes, and outside of 
which is the enemy. 

I know some will say that all re¬ 
searchers do not agree, that there 
are several theories contrary to one 
another. This is true. But all re¬ 
searchers agree that a flying saucer 
mystery exists. They only disgree as 
to their proposed solutions of that 
mystery. I don't believe in flying 
saucers—I do not believe a mystery 
exists. I have not a will to, or not to 
believe one way or another on this 
question. I am searching, and ufo 
research has presented nothing that 
has satisfied me: And I am con¬ 
vinced that if there is anything to 
find, ufo researchers will not find it. 
For they are stereotyped and stag¬ 
nant in their thinking. They have 
developed no new ideas about ufos 
in twelve years. In 1947 it was inter¬ 
planetary ufos, earth made secret 
devices and other-dimensional be¬ 
ings. Today the same “answers” are 
presented. No new ideas—because no 
one is thinking and no one is search- • 
ing. Everyone in ufo research seemed 
to be convinced that a mystery ex¬ 
isted before they began investigat¬ 
ing. They had already made up their 
minds as to what the solution was 
and they proceeded to accumulate 
that data which supported their 
view, and to reject the rest. 

So, in the final analysis, there is 
no proof that the flying saucer mys¬ 
tery exists (following our definition 
as developed previously.) What does 
exist is a myriad of different pheno¬ 
mena—each of which apparently 
bears no relationship to the other. 
The* ufo researcher assumes that all 
of the phenomena have a common 
source, hence, he creates a mystery. 
Having fabricated his subject, the 
ufo enthusiast proceeds to associate 
his endeavor with science and things 
scientific, in the hope that the com¬ 
mon man will have some respect for 
the ufo field. Hence we have various 
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saucer magazines claiming that 
their editors are using the scientific 
method to uncover the saucer answer. 
I am going to demolish this myth 
once and for all. I am going to-prove 
that ufo research (indeed any part 
of it) is not the least bit scientific. 

Again, before we begin, let us de¬ 
fine what we are talking, about. To 
be scientific is “to be versed in sci¬ 
ence.” Science is “systematized 
knowledge”, so it follows that the 
scientific method is a tool used to 
uncover systematized knowledge. It 
is comprised of seven, definite steps. 
I am going to define these steps 
and at the same time compare-them 
with the activities of ufo research¬ 
ers. In this way we will be able to 
ascertain just how scientific these 
activities are. 

Step one is the selection of a lim¬ 
ited area for inquiry. This is indeed 
an important first step for it re- 
he is dealing with one problem. 
However, the ufo researcher has in¬ 
cluded many phenomena from dif¬ 
ferent sources as the object of a 
single search. The result is plain 
confusion and a cold shoulder from 
qualified scientists. If the ufo inves¬ 
tigator would critically attempt to 
limit his subject, to pick it apart 
minutely, he would find that he is 
dealing with several questions, each 
of which requires a separate inves¬ 
tigation. 

Step two is the determination of 
a criteria for the evaluation of all 
collected data. It is important that 
the same set of standards be ap¬ 
plied to each piece of -data. If one 
is dealing with a limited subject, 
this allows the investigator to evalu¬ 
ate his data with uniform accuracy. 
No such set of standards exist for ufo 
phenomen, mainly because step one 
has not been satisfied. I find that 
researchers judge each case individ¬ 
ually according to: how fantastic it 
might be; and whether or not it fits 


into their pre-conceived ideas. 

Step Three is the collection of 
data. Of course it is imperative to 
point out at this point that the sci¬ 
entific method presupposes that a 
study has been made by the investi¬ 
gator of everything that has pre¬ 
viously been accomplished about his 
subject. So that we do not have an 
investigator leaping into a subject 
with no background, and immedi¬ 
ately becoming an “expert.” In the 
“collection of data" step, all phen¬ 
omena dealing with the research¬ 
er’s limited subject are recorded. 

Which brings us to Step Four. 
This step presupposes that steps 
two and three have been accom¬ 
plished, for this step is the evalua¬ 
tion and organization of the data. 
Now researchers have done an ex¬ 
cellent* job of accumulating data, 
but as I have said, they are accu¬ 
mulating data about many different 
problems. But because they have 
preconceived ideas as to the solution 
of their investigation, step four, for 
them, becomes a device to accept 
certain material and reject the rest. 

Step Five consists of the forma¬ 
tion of a hypothesis that takes into 
account all of the evaluated data. 
The ufo researcher has developed 
theories, but these theories came be¬ 
fore the step of “accumulation of 
data,” so they are invalid. Further¬ 
more, the ufo researcher’s theories 
do not account for all of the data. 
I have already explained why. 

Step Six is a very important one, 
for it is the step that ultimately 
decides the value of the proposed 
theory. It is the development or 
evolution of predictions derived 
from the hypothesis of step five. 
In other words, given a specific 
theory concerning a body of data, 
what can we predict about the fu¬ 
ture if we assume this theory is 
correct? No ufo researcher has 
satisfied this step. First of all, very 
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few have even gotten to the pre¬ 
diction stage. And second of all. 
those who have predicted, have 
failed in the accuracy department. 
But rather than scrapping their 
previous theory and developing an¬ 
other one from which predictions 
are made, the researchers have dog¬ 
matically held on to their theories 
because they want to believe them. 
I know of only one man who has 
successfully predicted about flying 
saucers, and he was not a ufo in¬ 
vestigator. Step Seven, then, is the 
creation of an alternate theory if 
the first one fails. This process con¬ 
tinues until truth is found. 

It is obvious that ufo research is 
not the least bit scientific in its 
methods. Therefore, ufo enthu¬ 
siasts are not being honest when 
they claim to be scientific. But 
there is certainly no crime in not 
being scientific. The only crime in 
this case is that a group of people 
have claimed something that is not 
true. Actually, the scientific method 
is quite limited in that it was de¬ 
signed to uncover only “system¬ 
atized knowledge.” Knowledge or 
truths that are inherently chaotic 
to the human mind, are beyond the 


scope of the scientific method. 
Science eliminates the possibility 
of this by assuming that all know¬ 
ledge is, by its very nature, order¬ 
ly. Actually it might be that the 
minds of men impose a false order 
upon the universe. But this is 
neither here nor there, and I am 
straying from my purpose. 

In summary, let it be known that 
I hereby accuse ufo researchers of 
creating the mystery of the flying 
saucers. They have done this by as¬ 
suming that a whole host of un¬ 
related happenings are related. I 
further accuse that ufo researchers 
are not the least bit scientific. as 
they have claimed. That these re¬ 
searchers are very quick to criti¬ 
cize, but are unable to take criti¬ 
cism. That, they believe what they 
want to believe and reject all other 
possibilities. That they do not think 
or search, because they are afraid 
that by so doing they will destroy 
their pet ideas. 

I make these accusations as an 
impartial critic - I am not anti¬ 
saucer so I hope no one will try to 
ignore me on that basis. I have 

much more to say, but Ill save it ,

Your editor was 
the first in the UFO field, has had his 
finger in more UFO pies than anybody 
else, has caused the official investigators 
more grief and caused them to chase 
around more than anybody else, and has 
been investigated by every official agency 
interested in UFO, and has NEVER seen 
anything remotely resembling a man in 
black. Bender, if actually in the situation 
he describes, would not even associate 
with any active UFO investigator. Yet he 
is always seeking the limelight. Gray 
Barker is a real fine guy , and he has a 
ffee hand in his articles in FLYING 0 
SAUCERS. He wouldn't push our teeth 
down our throat, even if he was sure 
Bender was telling the. truth. However, 
lest you get the wrong idea, it MAY BE 
that Bender THINKS he is telling the 
truth! In fact, I suspect that he DOES! 
There is one thing about this UFO bus¬ 
iness that hasn't been advanced up to 
now which I suspect would boil over if 
it were seriously discussed.

Us¬ 
ually it is my policy to let the event prove * 
itself — such as the recent flying saucer 
demonstration that didn't come off. All 
we can see is that it didn't come off — 
and you'll pardon us if we appear skep¬ 
tical. What about Douglas Mapes (who 
swore nobody'd silence him) and his re¬ 
cent resignation from “ufology” and his 
claim he has no further interest, and his 
statement that he won't give a reason 
for quitting? I suppose a whole new “men 
in black” legend will spring up over that1 
— Rap. 

Sir: 

I have just finished reading the May 
issue of Flying Saucers, and as with all 
of your publications I found it very in¬ 
teresting, however your editorial in this 
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issue concerning the formation of matter 
through space vortex action particularly 
interested me, since I have read of it from 
other sources. You do postulate a theory 
however which doesn't seem to be com¬ 
patible with evidence that I have just 
read about in another publication. You 
state on page 34 May issue that Russia’s 
moon rocket probe failed to be detected 
because, in your opinion it had disinte¬ 
grated into primal matter, of course, you 
qualified this statement by following it 
with another statement that this was only 
theory of course, which leaves you an out 
in case of contradiction. 

I believe with a little research, and 
the application of a little deductive reas¬ 
oning you will revise this theory. I do not 
question the vortex theory of matter for¬ 
mation as it sounds logical, and quite 
reasonable. What I do question is your 
theory regarding its action or effects after 
matter has already been formed, if we 
are going to assume without qualifica¬ 
tion that matter dissolves back into its 
primal state in outer space, we still have 
to try to explain then why meteorites do 
not adhere to this law of disintegration, 
or are you going to claim the meteorites 
are all coming from a swarm within the 
vortex field of the Earth, and moon. 
While we were theorizing why wouldn't 
it be more logical to assume until proven 
otherwise that matter after it is once 
formed has its own vortex field, a magnet 
when broken into pieces still retains its 
magnetism, therefore it is within the 
realm of probability that any matter once 
formed retains its organizing field.

The instruments were 
perfectly capable of this detection had 
there been anything to detect, as the 
Radio telescope at Jodrell bank in Eng¬ 
land detected our own moon probe out be¬ 
yond 400,000 miles, which incidently is 
over 100,000 miles past where it was sup¬ 
posed to have dissolved according to 
your theory,

I completely reject your theory aa put 
forth in the Editorial of the May, '59, 
issue of FS, that space travel beyond 
a maximum of 14,700 miles the other 
side of the moon, 254,700 miles from 
earth, is impossible.

.. . and in fact did so with their other 
Sputniks” (I seem to remember the 
signals of all satellites launched by the 
U.S. and Russia NEVER lasted over 
a couple of weeks or so), and suppos¬ 
ing the rocket was STILL transmitting, 
we would be unable to detect it as the 
range of our most powerful station 
simply is not capable of reaching that 
far. However, I believe, it would be 
possible to bounce a RADAR WAVE 
off the rocket.. .if we could actually 
determine its exact position in space at 
a given time and provided our signal 
transmission was highly accurate. 

Now back to this fantastic battery 
life you attribute to the Russian rocket.

As a summary, these are tho very 
grave errors which I found In your 
editorial: You indicate space travel 
to be impossible beyond a maximum 
of 254,700 miles, yet we tracked Pio¬ 
neer IV to a distance approaching 
TWICE that: 416,000 miles. 

You * indicate the Russian rocket 
should have been capable of trans¬ 
mitting radio signals for months, when 
it would only be possible to receive 
them for a few days. 

You indicate scientists are able to 
“track objects billions and billions of 
miles distant,” yet the publicized range 
of our most powerful “tracker” is only 
400,000 miles. 

You indicate physical existence of an 
object sent from earth to be impossible 
at an approximate distance of 254,700 
miles, yet we are constantly being 
bombarded by meteors traveling billions 
of miles across space before reaching 
the earth, coming outside this imagin¬ 
ary barrier of yours. 

In conclusion, it would appear to me 
that it is going to be a very embarrass¬ 
ing moment for you, Ray, when the 
first space ship returns from one of 
our neighboring planets.

“There’s Intelligent Life on the Moon,” 
indicated the moon might be only 70,000 
miles away. The U.S. Navy, on April 
16, 1959, bounced a radio wave signal 
off the moon taking 2:55 seconds mak¬ 
ing the round trip figure out at a 
total distance travelled of 576,000 

miles, which would put the moon at a 
very reassuring 288,000 miles distant 

from the earth. Scientists of the Lin¬ 
coln Laboratory project in Westford, 

Mass., bounced a radar beam off Venus 
in February, 1958, taking approximate- 
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ly five minutes to reach that planet 
and return here for a total distance 
of 6*6 million miles. 

1 should have said that 4< continued 
existence beyond 254,700 .miles (your 
figure, not mine) is impossible.'* It is 
reasonable to assume- that it takes time 
for complete dissolution to take effect. 

The U.S. Navy press release (1 have 
the clipping) is my source for the bus¬ 
iness of tracking an object as big as 
a space ship beyond the orbit of Pluto. 
Maybe they got their press releases 
bollixed up. But THEY said it. I've 
got hundreds of thousands of clippings 
in boxes.
